A writer in the Milwaukee Sentinel 


of Sunday gives some good advice 
which all concerned should follow, 
viz: 


According lo reports from all parts 


of the state, the snowfall ot tho pres- 
ent winter is almost unprecedented, 
and in tho opinion of many old-timers 
In th,o various sections, the llklihood 
of exceptional high water and Hoods 
In the event of a rapid thaw this 
spring, Is imminent. 


Precautions against flood water as 


tho result of rapid melting or of ics 
jams in tho rivers are being taken In 
many communities where experience 
lias taught the dangers which are 
likely to 'follow a winter such as the 
present. 
The snow has not been heavier ju 


the northern counties of the state 
than in those of the central and 
southern section. From Grand Rap- 
Ids, the central city of the state,' and 
located on tho Wisconsin river, comes 
Ihe report that there has been more 
snow In Ihal vicinily Ibis winter than 
in iiny previous year back to 1881. 
Old srtilers there do not anticipate a 
Hood In their immediate neighbor- 
hood, but they do predict unusual 
high wijter which may prove a dan- 
ger at other points on the stream. 


The suspension of railroad traffic 


on all four roads touching Grand 
Rapids, as has occurred at different 
times during the winter, is declared 
by residents to have been something 
entirely new In the history of the 
clly.The paper mill people along the 
Wisconsin river from Biron to Ne- 
lioosa are reported lo be preparing 
for threatened floods. 
In previous 


years the dams at Blron and Grand 
Ha'plds have been threatened by high 
water. 


In Ihe heavy woods, farther norlh, 


surrounding Wausau, Iho snow aver- 
ages three feet on the level, it is said. 
Drifts thru Ihe hill country are said 
lo be larger than for twenty years. 
Al one point near Wausau, Milwau- 
kee road crews wore obliged to make 
a cut several hundred feet in length 
thru fourteen feet of snow. 


The entire fall of snow,-which be- 


gan in November, is 
still 
on 
the 


ground in this vicinity. The few mild 
days since that time have only served 
to settle the heavy covering; none of 
It has.moiled, it Is said. 
Roadways 


higher than tho fences are cot un- 
common In the vicinity of Wausau, 
and It is declared that in many in- 
stances It has been necessary to aban- 
don regular roads and lay out new 
palhs across fields and along logging 
trulls. 
There is some apprehension of 


floods at Wausau, altho It is felt by 
those who have considered tho situ- 
ation that the many dams and reser- 
voirs along the river can take care of 
most of the surplus water. 
It is 


pointed out that many ot the tribu- 
taries of the Wisconsin river arc of 
considerable sine and drain large 
areas. 
Mill men hope that the spring 


brwik-up will be gradual.

of exceptional high water and. floods 
in the event .of a rapid thaw this 
spring, is. imminent. 
" Precautions'against flood water as 
•the result of.rapid melting or of ics. 
jams in the rivers are being taken in 
many communities .where experience 
has "taught the. dangers which are 
likely to 'follow a winter such as the 
present. 
. 
The snow has not been heavier jn 


the northern-counties of the state 
than in those of the central and 
southern section. From Grand Rap- 
ids, the central city of the'state; and 
located on the Wisconsin river, comes 
the report that there has been, more 
snow, in that vicinity this winter than 
in any previous year back to_ 18si. 
Old settlers there do not anticipate a 
flood in .their immediate neighbor- 
hood 
but they do predict unusual 


high water which may prove a dan- 
ger at other points on the stream. 


The suspension of railroad traffic 


on all four roads touching Grand 
Rapids, as has occurred at different 
times during the winter, is declared 
by residents to have been something 
entirely new in the history of the 
cityThe paper mill people along the 
Wisconsin river from Biron to Ne- 
koosa are reported to be preparing- 
for threatened floods. In previous 
years the dams at Biron and Grand 
Ra'pids have been threatened by high 
w-3, tor 
In the heavy woods, farther north, 


surrounding Wausau, the snow aver- 
ages three feet on the level, it is said. 
Drifts thru the hill country are said 
to be larger than for twenty years. 
At one point near Wausau, Milwau- 
kee road crews were obliged to make 
a cut several hundred feet in length 
thru fourteen feet of snow.

ond in the graduate roll of Harvard in 


1G42. 
Soon after this he returned to 


England with an accommodating con- 
science and a boundless ambition. He 
got to know the protector, Cromwell, 
by whom he was appointed chaplain 
to.the regiment.of which the regicide. 
Colonel Okey, was commander,.then he 
graduated as scoutmaster general of- 
the 
parliamentary army, 
becoming 


eventually England's ambassador to 
the Netherlands. 
But Downing, was 


liot'so prejudiced in favor of Puritan- 
ism (though he had "done the lackey- 
ing to Cromwell's coach") as to be un- 
able to'accept a post under the. govern- 
ment of Charles II,'with the result, as 
Mr. Pascoe says, that he attained to 
"diplomatic rank, knt'glithood, baronet- 
cy all that parcel of land'now named 
Downing street. . . and all the houses 
thereon erected1 by. himself, .and .the 
last, not least £80,000 (so we are told), 
in bonds and good sterling English.'

Madlaon—Tho movement to increase 


tho salaries of members ot the legisla- 
ture took a new turn when.

-eorge Downing, whom Pepys called 
a perfidious rogue," and of rogues ne 
vas a pretty good judge. 
Downing 


vas the son of a Puritan gentleman 
vho had emigrated to Salem, in New 
England, was born in 1C2S and was sec- 
jnd in the graduate roll of Harvard in 
642. Soon after this he returned to 
England with an accommodating con- 
cience and a boundless ambition. He 
got to know the protector, Cromwell, 
jy whom he was appointed chaplain 
o the regiment of which the regicide. 
Colonel Okey, was commander, then he 
graduated as scoutmaster general of 
.he 
parliamentary 
army, becoming 


eventually England's ambassadoc to 
the Netherlands. 
But Downing was 


not so prejudiced in favor of Puritan- 
sm (though he had "done the lackey- 
ng to Cromwell's coach") as to be un- 
able to accept a post under the govern- 
ment of Charles n, with the result, as 
Mr. Pascoe says, that he attained to 
'diplomatic rank, knighthood, baronet- 
cy - all that parcel of land DOW named 
Downing street . . . and all the houses 
thereon erected by himself; and .the 
last, not least £80,000 (so we are told) 
in bonds and good sterling English," 
Upon this parcel of land he built some 
houses, in one of which he lived, and it 
is probable that the dining room of 
that "perfidious rogue," George Down- 
ing, is now the cabinet room of No. 10, 
Downing street.—London Today.

by the convention, but no action is to 
be taken by the convention which 
shall conflict with the primary elec- 
tion law or present the selection of 
candidates at any primary." 


Senator Skogmo introduced a sub- 


stitute for his bill presented earlier in 
the session-, creating a bureau for fix- 
ing fire insurance rates in Wisconsin- 
The substitute is similar- to the Ben- 
nett bill on the same subject, but Sen- 
ator Skopmo believes his substitute 
would make better law. He said that 
there was no difference of opinion 
among the members of the legislature 
as to the necessity of creating a rate- 
making bureau. Both the Bennett and 
Skogmo bills are now before the sen- 
ate committee on corporations. 
' The .finance committee introduced a 
bill appropriating 550.000 to the Wis- 
consin geological and natural history 
Survey commission, and $22.500 to the 
Wisconsin state printing board for the 
next two years.

FINED FOR WEARING BEARDS 


History Tells of English Judge's Or- 


der for Compulsory Shaving of 


Barristers In His Court 


Nowhere was there more prejudice 


against beards than at the Inns court 
of centuries ago. Th'e black books of 
Lincoln's inn of the sixteenth century 
are full of references to offenders who 
were "fyned double comens durrynge' 
such tyme as they shal have any 
berde." 
This proving ineffective, a 


batch of bearded barristers was in 1554 
"btinysshed -from ,ye Howse," and 
shortly afterward a judge's order was 
obtained for the, compulsory shaving 
of some of the members. The. Inner 
Temple benchers were not quite so se- 
vere, for a line of 20 shillings was the 
sole penalty Imposed In 1555 "for 
wearying benrdes of more than three 
we'eUes growthe." 
The war aguinst 


bearded barristers continued at the 
Inns of Court until the seventeenth 
century. 


Long after this the prejudice against 


the unslmved barrister remained. The 
late Vice Chancellor Bacon carried hla 
dislike so far that, he refused to listen 
to bearded or mustached counsel,\pre- 
tendlng that he could not hear them. 
Even now, although there are plenty 
of bearded barristers and K. C.'s, few 
4iave attained eminence. 
The most 


brilliant exception was perhaps, the 
late Judah Philip Benjamin, "silver- 
tongued Benjamin," who, despite his 
mustache and ' American 
"goatee," 


earned the princely Income of $35,000 
a year.—-London Chronicle. 


"Washington, March'5.—The Sixty- 


fourth congress, which has passed Into 
the annals of, things that .were, will be 
:long 'remembered as the congress 
which responded to the demand for 
national preparedness.. 
While eco- 


nomic /statute's of pith and moment 
have been written into the law of the 
land,-preparedness measures, Inspired 
'by the European war, out-top all other 
legislation. ' 


Although. ample provision has been 


made .for fortifications,- and authority 
has been granted by congress to more 
than double, the standing army of the 
country, the metamorphosis of the 
United States from a commercial to 
a fighting nation has been wrought 
by the : naval Increases authorized. 
The congress now expired ha's au- 
thorized naval armaments destined to 
make Uncle Sam eventually the peer 
of any nation on earth In sea power, 
excepting, perhaps,.'Great Britain. 


In the two sessions comprising the 


Sixty-fourth 
congress 
there 
hnve 


been, authorized and appropriated for 
no less than 118 war craft. 
Nor Is 


this all. The first session adopted a 
three-year-bullding program, the con- 
struction of which should be under^ 
taken prior to July.l, 1918. This pro- 
gram Included this 'allotment of fight- 
Ing ships: Ten battleships, six bnttle 
cruisers, ten scout cruisers, 50 torpedo- 
boat destroyers, nine fleet submarines, 
58 const,submarines, one experimental 
submarine (Neff system), three fuel 
ships, one repair ship, one transport, 
one hospital ship, two destroyer ten- 
ders, one fleet submarine tender, two 
ammunition ships, two gunboats. 


Naval Vessels Appropriated For. 
By the act which adopted this build- 


ing program, congress 
appropriated- 


for four bnttleshlps, four battle cruis- 
ers, four scout cruisers, 20 destroyers, 
30 submarines, and one each of these 
craft: 
Experimental submarine, fuel 


ship, hospital ship, ammunition ship 
and gunboat. During the second ses- 
sion provision was made for three bat- 
tleships, one bnttle cruiser, three scout 
cruisers, 15, destroyers, one destroyer 
tender, one submarine tender and IS 
submarines. 


If the Sixty-fifth congress adopts the 


three-year program the remainder of 
the units for the reorganized battle 
fleet will be appropriated for next 
yenr. Staggering sums have been re-

Increase of the Army. 


Increases of the regular army and'lts 


reorganizations under the national de- 
fense act were, less striking than the 
naval Increases. But the regular army 
was increased from an authorized 
pence strength of 100,000 to an author- 
ized peace strength of 216,000, capable 
of expansion in war time to 256,000. 
After prolonged agitation for prepared- 
ness both on land and sea, the consen- 
sus of the military experts was that the 
United States with its enormous .length 
of coast line must rely on its fleet to 
defend its shores. 


In the discussions that preparedness 


agitation in congress provoked it was 


;again and again demonstrated that the 
temper of the American ..people Is ab- 
solutely against a big standing army. 
Former Secretary Garrison formulated 
and laid before congress with Presi- 
dent. Wilson's approval a scheme for a 
Continental' army to tie recruited and 
trained under the universal military 
training .principle. Representative Hay, 
of Virginia, then chairman of the pow- 
erful house military committee, op- 
posed the Continental army Idea and 
substituted for it In the national de- 
fense act, the.federallzation of the Na- 
tional Guard. sMr. Hay won President 
Wilson' over to his way of thinking—'the 
Federalized National Guard became the 
second line of the land defenses and 
Secretary Garrison resigned from the 
cabinet 
. , 


Other Notable Acts.

Sixteen Senators Retire. 


Sixteen senators hnve now discarded 


their togas nnd prefixed their titles 
with "ex." This disturbance of per- 
Sbnnel reduces but docs not upset the 
Democratic control of the upper house. 
The Democratic majority of 16 Is cut 
to 12, leaving out of consideration such 
senators and senators-elect as La Fol- 
lette, Hiram Johnson, .Polndexter and 
Norrls. officially classed as Republic- 
ans but not always voting according to 
classification. 


Among the nationally known sena- 


tors now retired to private life are 
Clarence D. Clark of Wyoming, whb\ 
has served In the senate continuously 
since January 23, 1S95; Moses E. Clapp 
of Minnesota, one of the original Pro- 
gressives ; Luke Lea of Tennessee, now 
only thirty-seven years old, known as 
the "Baby Senator;" James E. Martlne 
of.

Seward Mining Man Tells How 


He Subsisted on Mussels 


for Weeks. • 


IS A TRAGIC STORY 


Many Ships Pass the Island, but Fa'1 


to See Frantic Attempts of Two 


Men to Signal Them—How 


They Escaped. 


Seattle, Wash.—For E. H. L. Mitch-- 


ell, a mining man of Seward, truth will 
always be stranger than fiction. Mitch- 
ell, who Is one of two survivors of 
the party which nttemped to go from 
Seward to a new strike at Cold Bay, 
on Alaska Peninsula, In' a two-ton 
gasoline launch last spring, Is spend- 
ing a few months here, and is show- 
ing to his friends the diary covering 
the 58 days that he spent with one 
comrade on one of the Barren islands 
at,the mouth of Cook's Inlet. 


The story of the disagreeable expe- 


rience, which was written with a stub 
of a pencil Mitchejl found on one of 
the victims of the storm of March 13, 
has been typewritten. 


Is Tragic Tale. 


The story of the attempt of the four 


men to cross from Seward to Cold Bay 
during the stormiest month of the 
year, of the wrecking of the launch 
Success, off Barren islands on March 
13, and the desperate but successful 
attempt of Mitchell nnd Charles Han- 
son to cross Cook's Inlet In a 12-foot 
skiff has been told before, but in 
Mitchell's account there is a touch of 
naturalism that the conventional ver- 
sions of the tragedy lack. 


He relates in the diary how, after 


the wreck of the launch in which two 
of the party, "Tom" 
Campbell and 


John Larson, were drowned, he and 
Hanson lived for nearly two months 
on the Island which was "so rugged 
that you can't flnd a level place on it

Washington.—-Following is the text of the instructions sent 


oy.'German Foreign Minister Zimmermann at Berlin to Minister von 
Eckhardt in Mexico City, ordering the latter to propose to Carranza 
the projected alliance between Germany, Japan and Mexico: 


"Berlin, Jan. 19,1917.—On the 1st of February we intend to 


begin submarine warfare unrestricted. In spite of this it is our in- 
tention to endeavor to keep neutral the United States of America. 


"If this attempt is not successful we propose an alliance on the 


following basis with Mexico: That we shall make war together and 
together make peace. We shall give general financial support, and 
it is understood that Mexico is to reconquer the lost territory in New 
Mexico, Texas, and Arizona. The details are left to you for settle- 


• 
"You are instructed to .inform the president of Mexico of the 


above in the greatest confidence as soon as it is certain that there 
will be an outbreak of war with the United States and suggest that 
the president of Mexico, on his own initiative, should communicate 
with Japan suggesting adherence at once to this plan; at the same 
time offer to mediate between Germany and Japan. 


"Please call to the attention of the president of Mexico that 


the employment of ruthless submarine warfare now promises to 
compel England to make peace in a few months.

Provided Also far Increase and Reor- 


ganization of Army—Some of the 


Momentous Economic Statutes 


That Were Passed. • 


Washington, March 5.—The Sixty- 


fourth congress, which has passed Into 
the annuls of things that were, will be 
long remembered 
as the congress 


which responded to the demand for 
national preparedness. 
While eco- 


nomic 'statutes of pith nnd moment 
have been written Into the law of the 
land, preparedness measures, Inspired 
'by the European war, out-top all other 
legislation. 


Although nmple provision has been 


made for fortifications, and authority 
has been granted by congress to more 
than double the standing army of the 
country, the metamorphosis of the 
Unlt-ed States from a commercial to 
a fighting notion has been wrought 
by tho naval Increases authorized, 
Tho congress now expired has au- 
thorized nnvnl nrmnments destined to 
make Uncle Sam eventually the peer 
of any nation on earth In sea power, 
excepting, perhaps, Great Britain. 


In the two sessions comprising the 


Sixty-fourth 
congress 
there 
have 


beon authorized and appropriated for 
no less than 118 war craft. 
Nor is 


this all. Thp first session adopted a 
threc-yenr-bullding piogrnm, the con- 
struction of whirh should be under! 
taken prior to July 1, IMS. This pro- 
gram included this allotment of fight- 
ing ships: Ten battleships, six bnttle 
cruisers, ten scout cruisers, (50 torpedo- 
boat destroyers, nine fleet submarines, 
fi8 const,submarines, one experimental 
submarine (Nt>re system), three fuel 
ships, one repair ship, one transport, 
one hospital ship, two destroyer ten- 
ders, one fleet submarine tender, two 
ammunition ships, two gmihonfs. 


Naval Vessels Appropriated For. 
By the act which adopted this build- 


Ing program, congress 
appropriated 


for four battleships, four battle cruis- 
ers, four scout cruisers, 20 destroyers, 
!)0 submarines, and one enrb of these 
craft: 
Experimental submarine, fuel 


ship, hospital Milp, ammunition ship 
and (riinbont. During the secowl ses- 
sion provision was made for three bat- 
tlesliips, one battle cruiser, three scout 
crul.sers, l!j destroyers, one destroyer 
tender, one submarine tender and IS 
submarines. 


If the kixty-fifth congress adopts the 


three-year program the remainder of 
the units for the reorganized brittle 
fleet will be appropriated 
for 
next 


year. Staggering sums have been re- 
quired to meet these demands, the na- 
val appropriation for the second ses- 
sion of the expired congress alone 
amounting to almost a round half-hll- 
lion dollars. 


So great have been these expendi- 


tures that the ordinary sources of rev- 
enue are not sulllclent and n special 
revenue measure had to be passed. 
Representative Kltchln, majority lead- 
er and chairman of the house ways 
and moans committee7, a small-navy 
man, 
In drafting the revenue measure 


and pressing It to passage through the 
house charged full responsibility for 
the measure to the advocates of pre- 
paredness. 


Increase of the Army, 


Increases of the regular army and Its 


reorganizations under the national de- 
fense act were less striking than the 
naval Increases. 
But the regular army 


was Increased from 
nn authorized 


peace strength of 100,000 to an author- 
ized peace strength of 210,000, capable 
of expansion in war time to 250,000. 
After prolonged ngltutlon for prepared- 
ness both on land and sea, the consen- 
sus of the military experts wus thnt the 
United States with its enormous length 
of const line must rely on Its fleet to 
defend Its shores. 


In the discussions thnt preparedness 


agitation in congress provoked it was 
ngnln nnd again demonstrated that the 
temper of the American people Is ab- 
solutely against a big standing army. 
Former Secretary Garrison formulated 
nnd laid before congress with Presi- 
dent Wilson's npprovall a scheme for n 
Contlncntnl army to lie recruited and 
trained under the universal military 
training principle. Representative liny 
of Virginia, then chairman of tho pow- 
erful house military committee, op- 
posed the Continental army Idea and 
substituted for It In the national de- 
fense net, the federnllzntlon of the Nil- 
tlonal Guard. ""Mr. Hay won President 
Wilson over to his way of thinking—4hc 
Federnllzed National Guard became the 
second line of. the land defenses und 
Secretary Garrison resigned from the 
cabinet 


Other Notable Acts.

The bill provides a sys- 
tem whereby loans mny bo made'to 
fanners

the needs of agriculturists In the West 
nnd South.

FINED FOR WEARING BEARDS 


History Tells of English Judge's Or- 


der for Compulsory Shaving of 


Barristers in His Court. 


Nowhere was there more prejudice 


against beards than at the Inns court 
of centuries ago. The black books of 
Lincoln's inn of the sixteenth century 
are full of references to offenders who 
were "fyned double comens durrynge' 
such tyme as they shal have any 
berde." 
This proving ineffective, a 


batch of bearded barristers was In 1554 
"banysshed 
from 
ye Howse," and 


shortly afterward a judge's order was 
obtained for the compulsory shaving 
of some of the members. The Inner 
Temple benchers were not quite so se- 
vere, for a fine of 20 shillings was the 
sole penalty imposed in 1555 "for 
wearying beardes of more than three 
\veekes growtlie." 
The war nguinst 


bearded barristers continued at the 
Inns of Court until the seventeenth 
century. 


Long after this the prejudice against 


the unshaved barrister remained. The 
late Vice Chancellor Bacon carried his 
dislike so far that he refused to listen 
to bearded or mustached counsel,\pre- 
tendlng that he could not hear them. 
Even now, although there are plenty 
of bearded barristers and K. C.'s, few 
•have attained eminence. 
The most 


brilliant exception was perhaps the 
late Judah Philip Benjamin, "silver- 
tongued Benjamin," who, despite his 
mustache and 
American 
"goatee."

England's Great Arsenal.

fathomless reservoir.

During the last year, in Germany, 


about 662,250 pounds of oil were ob- 
tained from sunflower seeds, and this 
year promises a Vich crop of poppy 
seed. Attention has also been drawn 
to the high percentage of oil con- 
tained in cherry and\ plum' stones, 
which are usually thrown nway. Ac- 
cording to the statistics of 1900 there 
were 22,000,000 cherry and 70,000,000 
plum trees in Germany. Large quap- 
tlties of fruit stones were collected by 
school children last year, but great 
quantities were thrown away or de- 
stroyed owing to the. difficulty of ex- 
tracting the oil from them.

Washington, March 5.—The Sixty- 


fourth congress, which has passed Into 
the annals of things that were, will be 
long remembered as the congress 
which responded to the demand for 
national preparedness. 
While eco- 


nomic statute's of pith and moment 
have been written into the law of the 
land, preparedness measures, inspired 
'by the European war, out-top all other 
legislation. 


Although ample provision has been 


made for fortifications, and authority 
has been granted by congress to more 
than double the standing army of the 
country, the metamorphosis of the 
United States from a commercial to 
a fighting nation has been wrought 
by the naval Increases authorized. 
The congress now expired has au- 
thorized caval armaments destined to 
make Uncle Sam eventually the peer 
of any nation on earth In sea power, 
excepting, perhaps. Great Britain. 


In the two sessions comprising the 


Sixty-fourth 
congress 
there 
have 


been authorized nnd appropriated for 
no less than IIS war craft. 
Nor Is 


this all. The first session adopted a 
three-year-building program, the con- 
struction of which should be tmder- 


! taken prior to July 1, 1918. This pro- 


• gram Included this allotment of fipht- 


i ing ships: Ten battleships, six battle 
• cruisers, ten scout cruisers, 50 torpedo- 


i boat destroyers, nine fleet submarines, 
58 coast.submarines, one experimental 
submarine (Neff system), three fuel 
ships, one repair ship, one transport, 
one hospital ship, two destroyer ten- 
ders, one fleet submarine tender, two 
ammunition ships, two gunboats. 


Naval Vessels Appropriated For. 
By the act which adopted this build- 


Ing program, congress appropriated- 
for four battleships, four battle cruis- 
ers, four scout cruisers, 20 destroyers, 
30 submarines, and one each of these 
craft: 
Experimental submarine, fuel 


ship, hospital ship, ammunition ship 
and gunboat. During the second ses- 
sion provision was made for three bat- 
tleships, one battle cruiser, three scont 
cruisers, 15 destroyers, one destroyer 
tender, one submarine tender and IS 
submarines. 


If the Sixty-fifth congress adopts the 


three-year program the remainder of 
the units for the reorganized battle 
fleet will be appropriated for next 
year. Staggering sums have been re- 
quired to meet these demands, the na- 
val appropriation for the second ses- 
sion of the expired congress alone 
amounting to almost a round half-bil- 
lion dollars. 


So great have been these expendi- 


tures that the ordinary sources of rev- 
enue are not sufficient and a special 
revenue measure had to be passed. 
Representative Kitchin, majority Jead- 
er and chairman of the house ways 
and means committee', a small-navy 
man, in drafting the revenue measure 
and pressing It to passage through the 
house charged full responsibility for 
the measure to the advocates of pre- 
paredness. 


Increase of the Army. 


Increases of the regular army and its 


reorganizations under the national de- 
fense act were, less striking than the 
naval Increases. But the regular army 
was Increased 
from an authorized 


peace strength of 100,000 to an author- 
ized peace strength of 216,000, capable 
of expansion In war time to 256,000. 
After prolonged agitation for prepared- 
ness both on land and sea, the consen- 
sus of the military experts was that the 
United States with its enormous length 
of coast line must rely" on Its fleet to 
defend its shores. 


In the discussions that preparedness 


agitation in congress provoked it was 
again and again demonstrated that the 
temper of the American people is ab- 
solutely against a big standing army. 
Former Secretary Garrison formulated 
and laid before congress with Presi- 
dent Wilson's approval a scheme for a 
Continental army to be recruited and 
trained under the universal military 
training principle. Representative Hay 
of Virginia, then chairman of the pow- 
erful house military committee, op- 
posed the Continental army idea and 
substituted for It In the national de- 
fense act, the federalization of the Na- 
tional Guard. vMr. Hay won President 
Wilson over to his way of thinking—the 
Federalized National Guard became the 
second line of the land defenses and 
Secretary Garrison resigned from the 
cabinet. Other Notable Acts. 


Although preparedness wns the key- 


note of legislation, the Sixty-fourth 
congress found time also to enact. a 
ship purchase bill, the Adamson eight- 
hour railroad law, a child labor law, a 
measure to forbid the immigration of 
Illiterate aliens, a rural credits bill, a 
vocational educational bill and an act 
reorganizing the government of Porto 
Rico arid extending citizenship to the 
islanders. 
The ship purchase bill established 


a government shipping board to su- 
pervise shipping matters generally. It 
appropriated $50,000,000 to be ob- 
tained from the sale of Panama canal 
bonds for the purchase or construction 


j of ships to be leased to private Indl 
I viduals In an effort to restore 
the 


American merchant marine. 


The Adamson eight-huur railroad 


law was enacted on the eve of ad- 
journment of the first session of the 
last congress. 
The enactment of 


the 
measure 
prevented 
a nation- 


wide railroad strike. It, however, 
has 
never 
become effective. 
Be- 


tween the time of Its enactment and 
the time for the commencement of its 
.operation, January 1. last, the constitu- 
tionality of the measure was chal- 
lenged by the railroads, and the whole 
matter Is now pending in the Supreme 
court. 


Supplemental 
railroad 
legislation, 


proposed, by President Wilson In his 
annual message last December, failed 
of toactment. This legislation would 
have provided for the prevention of 
strikes by compulsory legislation. It 
was heartily opposed by all of the 
bodies of organized labor which had 
previously sought the eight-hour rail- 
road law. 


Child Labor and Immigration. 


, The child labor law barred from in- 
terstate commerce all products of chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age in 
mines or of children nnder fourteen in 
factories. 


The passage of the immigration bill 


with Its literacy test was accomplished 
over President Wilson's second veto. 
The literacy feature had been a 
subject of controversy between the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches of the 
government for the past twenty years. 
Presidents Taft and Cleveland both ve- 
toed Immigration measures 
because 


they carried 
the literacy 
feature, 


which all three presidents thought was 
not a proper measure of the fitness of 
aliens for admission to the United 
States. 


The federal farm-loan act, commonly 


called the rural-credits 
bill, created 


12 federal land bunks with $700,000 
capital each. The bill provides a sys- 
tem whereby loans may be made to 
farmers 
for 
productive 
purposes 


through national farm-loan 
associa- 


tions. It will meet more particularly 
the needs of agriculturists In the West 
and South. 


Under the vocational educational act 


the federal government on a gradually 
Increasing scale covers every state ap- 
propriation dollar for dollar for secon- 
dary school Instruction-In agriculture 
and the mechanical and Industrial arts. 


On the eve of adjournment congress 


passed the post-office appropriation 
bill, with ap amendment making "bone 
dry" all stat«-s having prohibitory laws. 
This measure was introduced In the 
senate by Senator Reed of Missouri. 
Its unexpected enactment had the ef- 
fect of absolutely prohibiting the ship- 
ment in interstate commerce of intoxi- 
cants into states or territories which 
forbid the manufacture or sale of 
liquor. 
' It also closes the malls to all liquor 
advertising. Including newspaper ad- 
vertising. Xelther can letters solicit- 
ing liquor orders be carried in the 
mails. 


Sixteen Senators Retire. 


Sixteen senators have now discarded 


their togas and prefixed their titles 
with "ex." 
This disturbance of per- 


.*rmnel reduces but does not upset the 
Democratic control of the upper house. 
The Democratic majority of 10 Is cut 
to 12, leaving out of consideration such 
senators and senators-elect ns La Fol- 
lette. Hiram Johnson, Polndexter and 
Xorris, officially classed as Republic- 
ans but not always voting according to 
classification. 


Among the nationally known sena- 


tors now retired to private life are 
Clarence D. Clark of Wyoming, who 
has served in the senate continuously 
since January 23, 1S95; Moses E. Clapp 
of Minnesota, one of the original Pro- 
gressives; Luke Lea of Tennessee, now 
only thirty-seven years old, known as 
the '-Baby Senator;" James E. Martina 
of New Jersey, who acquired fame 
early In his senatorial career by his 
stanch defense of applejack as a bev- 
erage, and John W. Kern of Indiana, 
who has been Democratic leader of the 
senate. 


"Needing no Introduction" among the 


new senators are Hiram Johnson of 
California, Frank B. Kellogg, "trust 
buster," of Minnesota, and Philander 
C. Knos of Pennsylvania. Unlike the 
rest of the senators-elect, "their repu- 
tations are made;" all they need to do 
is to "live up to 'em."

rience, which was written with a stub 
of a pencil Mitchell found on one of 
the victims of the storm of March 13, 
has been typewritten. 


Is Tragic Tale. 


The story of the attempt of the four 


men to cross from Seward to Cold Bay 
during the stormiest month of the 
year, of the wrecking of the launch 
Success, off Barren islands on March 
13, and the desperate but successful 
attempt of Mitchell and Charles Han- 
son to cross Cook's Inlet in a 12-foot 
skiff has been told before, but in 
Mitchell's account there Is a touch of 
naturalism that the conventional ver- 
sions of the tragedy lack.
